Police Horses Called 
Best Trained Animals 


Equine Recruits Reqiyre 20 1 o 
60 Days To Train | service 
12 Years 


NEW YORK Aug. 2—"The m ount 
of the New York m ounted cop is 
merely a horse; he's perhaps the best 
Died, finest trained anim al in exist­ 
ence” writes G urney Williams in an 
article in "The American Boy M aga­ 
zine” on these four-footed cops. 
Ac­ 
cording to Mr. W illiams 
aoout 25 
horses are purchased for the service 
each year either from special edalers 
or else in the open m arket. The police 
departm ent is allowed by the city $325 
for the purchase of each horse w*hich 
must oe irom four to eight years old, 
weigh 1.000 to 1,150 pounds, be 15 
to 
16 hands high and have a long m ane 
a rd tail. W hen the recruit comes into 
the training stable, says Mr. W illiams 
he s put on probation for ten days 
and if any m inor fault prevents ms 
acceptance at the end oí th at 
ti.r.r 
he's allowed ten more days. It takes 
Horn twenty 10 sixty days to t a in a 
horse and at the end of th a t time 
even the toughest horse is saie to n ae 
—if handled right. Horses 
th at are 
unruly are 
put 
in special 
harness 
called the cavesson which forces the 
anim al to assume the correct posi­ 
tion. W ith the aid of the cavesson the 
horse is taught, to walk, tro t and can­ 
ter properly Then he is taught his 
passages; th a t is, to walk sideways 
like a crab. 
Mr. W illiams points out th at this 
trick is very useful in handling a 
mob as the average mob is afraid of a 
police horse although they never get 
stepped on. kicked or bitten. Stop­ 
ping properly 
is the 
next 
perfor­ 
m ance the horse is taught. M any of 
the horses have also learned to trot 
backward 
and canter sidewise, a l­ 
though these tricks are not required 
The training program is not complete 
however until the horse can jum p and 
bas ceased to be afraid of fire. The 
average length of service of police 
horses, according to the w riter is 12 
years, although one horse at present 
has seen 18 years of traffic duty.
